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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Giard (5671481). 
Giard teaches a wallet shaped to fit in front trousers pocket having rounded tapering around one 
edge as claimed. 

Regarding claim 2, note the two diagonal legs as claimed. 

Regarding claim 3, note the when the wallet is folded in the position as shown in Fig. 6, 
the wallet in 1 3 would have an outer panel, an inner panel and a separator panel. Note that when 
the wallet is folded portion 210 in Fig. 13 would have two separator panels as claimed fastened 
along the seam 40. 

Note the internal panel in Fig. 1 1. 

2. Claims 4-6, and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Giard 
in view of Sandos (4209048). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
provide an internal panel in Giard as taught by Sandos (note the couple layers in each of the 
inner and outer panels) to provide added strength. 

With respect to the pockets, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
to provide added pockets in Giard (note pockets 64, 60) to provide added storage. 

3. Claims 7 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the Giard 
rejection, as set forth in paragraph 2, and further in view of Jacks (5341972). It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide a pocket with a slot for a key as taught by 
Jacks to accommodate a key. 

4. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the Giard 
rejection, as set forth in paragraph 2, and further in view of Williams (4570688). It would have 
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been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide a transparent pocket in Giard as taught 
by Williams to enable one to see the inside contents. 

5. Claim 10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
